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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): 102(e) rejection of independent claim 28 and all 
corresponding dependent claims. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The reference of Maseda still anticipates the 
limitations set forth in independent claims claim 1 and 50 and corresponding dependent claims. Specifically, Maseda discloses a medical 
device having an elongate body that is inserted into a body lumen, having distal and proximal ends. Maseda further discloses an 
electroactive polymer that is disposed over the elongate body such that the expansion of the electroactive polymer strands which are 
embedded in the medical device and cause a similar resulting change in the medical device. In other words, Maseda discloses that an 
expansion of the active region polymer directly causes an expansion in the dimension of the elongate medical device (col.3, lines 44-64). 
Furthermore, Maseda teaches the polymer strips (figSA, 500) on the elongate body may undergo expansion like a balloon (col.6, lines 45- 
51), therefore, it is obvious that the elongate body of the medical device is capable of expanding. The examiner understands the Appliant's 
arguments and point of view regarding the different types of electroactive polymers, however, as claimed and in light of the specification 
(para.0055) which states that any type of electroactive polymer may be used, the reference of Maseda meets the limitations as claimed in 
the independent claims 1 and 50. Upon further consideration of the Applicant arugments regarding claim 28, The reference of Maseda 
does not satisfactorily meet the limitations of the active polymer disposed beneath the balloon, hence independent claim 28 and all 
corresponding dependent claims overcome the cited prior art. 
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
